Important To Lumb ermen. 
The secretary’ of the state b oard of 
health-has issued the following circu­ 
lar. 
I am instructed t > ask your immed­ 
iate attention to the necessity of 
knowing that the men you employ 
this winter are thoroughly protected 
b y vaccination against small pox. 
This disease is again prevailing in 
places adjacent to the lines of travel 
b oth in Canada and the United States. 
It was b rought directly through the 
Canadian quarintine to a township in 
this State last August, and resulted 
in eight cases and three deaths. To 
avoid the terrib le experience of a few 
years ago, vaccination is the sure 
safeguard. It is as much for the 
b enefit of the men as for yourselves 
and the people at largo. To b e safe, 
therefore, re-vaccinate every one who 
has not had a succeful vaccination 
within the last five years, and can 
show a good scar as evidence thereof. 
Your foremen should keep a list of 
the men, in this respect, and should 
b e on their guard against any erup­ 
tive desease apfiearing among them. 
Instruct tht m to isolate any one hay­ 
ing suspicious symptoms, with their 
clothing and b edding, till a medical 
opinion, or sufficient time shall de­ 
velop their true character. I will ad­ 
vise any one of them, promptly, who 
will write me for the purpose, and will 
b e ob liged for the earliest informa­ 
tion of anything suspicious, that we 
may give assistance where needed.

A telegram to the Glob e from Lit­ 
tle Falls says: 
Yesterday an unusual influx of 
strangers and citizens from adjoining 
towns was noticed in this city that 
augured ill to the murderers, Bulow 
and Randall, who were confined in 
the jail. Warned b y a telegram, 
Sheriff Rasicot and Deputy William 
Rasicot took Bulow, the murderer of 
Frank Eich, and Randall, the mur­ 
derer of Ziegler, 
from 
the jail, 
shackeled them together, put them 
into a carriage and drove rapidly 
away, at ab out 6 o’clock last evening. 
This morning at 4:30 a crowd of peo­ 
ple numb ering ab out 150, assemb led 
at the jail and demanded admittance 
of Deputy Sheriff John Sands, who 
informed them that the prisoners 
were not they. The crowd refused to 
b elieve the deputy’s story, and the 
J 
’ailer. in order to satisfy the would-b e 
ynchers, admitted a delegation of 
ten, who searched the jail only to find 
that the prisoners had flown. The 
disapj» ointed crowd 
then 
retired. 
There were tw« *uty-six wagon loads of 
them, from St. ( ’loud, St. Wendel, 
Buck man and other towns of Morri­ 
son, Benton and Stearns countie-. 
¿Sheriff Rasicot's 
movements were 
conducted with such se-oieey ifiat not 
a person in the crowd even suiqiectod 
this morning that the prisoners were 
miles away. To what point the pri­ 
soners were taken is unknown, b ut no 
doub t they are in a safe place some­ 
where in the state. 
The sheriff 
proved himself too sharp for the 
would-b e lynchers, and the judge of 
that court failed to secure his victims. 
It is rumored this morning that the 
murderers are in St. Paul. Sheriff 
Rasicot will 
prob ab ly keep their 
whereab outs a secret for the present. 
If the prisoners had lieen found 
justice would have b een summarily 
meted out to Billow. It is not under­ 
stood that Randall was wanted, Bulow 
b eing the sjtecial ob ject of vengeance. 
Instead of taking the murderers to 
S t Paul, Sheriff Rasicot b rought 
them to Brainerd and landed them 
safely in the county jail here, driving 
across the country. Learning that 
Randall was not especially desired b y 
Judge Lynch he came up yesterday 
and took him b ack to Little Falls.

“Bulletin No. 4,” of the Minnesota

These exp eriments in­ 
dicate tbat even the most watery 
form of ensilage, i. e., ensilage from 
coarse Southern corn which cut thir-

ty-five tons to the acre, can be com­ 
p ared with fine tim othy hay nearly 
in the p rop ortion ol 2% to 1 for milch 
cows. The cows relish ensilage with 
grain tetter than moistened hay 
with grain. 
This

th at ensilage is more digestsble. but 
it is evidence th at it is more p alata­ 
ble and, p alatability and digestibili­ 
ty are somewhat intimately connect­ 
ed. Timothy hay seemed to favor 
tlie p roduction of fat in cows, while 
ensilage favored the p roduction of 
milk. With a tvarm stable the warm­ 
ing of drinking water did more harm 
than good, but as the water given to 
one lot stood °70 and to the other 
°32 the tests are of less value than 
they would have been had the water 
of the first lot l>een a little cooler and 
of the second lot a little warmer.

I have J 
p lanted some that were exp osed to a 
temp erature of 29° for a snort time 
on p urp ose and they all grew all 
right. But when the mercury gets 
below 33° during a very cold sp ell 
one had better beon the safeside and 
warm np the cellar n d e g r e e or so. A 
little oil stove does this nicely in a 
short time and just enough and no 
more if one is watching.—T. B. Terry, 
in Country Gentleman.

Brought them to Brainertl 
A telegram to the Globe from Lit­ 
tle Falls says: 
Yesterday an unusual influx of 
strangers and citizens from adjoining 
towns was noticed in this city that 
augured ill to the murderers, Bulow 
and Randall, who were confined in 
the jail. 
Warned by a telegram, 
Sheriff Rasicot and Deputy William 
Rasicot took Bulow, the murderer of 
Frank Eich, and Randall, the mur­ 
derer of Ziegler, 
from 
the jail, 
shackeled them together, put them 
into a carriage and drove rapidly 
away, at about 6 o’clock last evening. 
This morning at 4:30 a crowd of peo­ 
ple numbering about 150, assembled 
at the jail and demanded admittance 
of Deputy Sheriff John Sands, who 
informed them that the prisoners 
were not they. 
The crowd refused to 
believe the deputy’s story, and the 
{ 
’ailer, in order to satisfy the would-be 
ynchers, admitted a delegation of 
ten, who searched the jail only to find 
that the prisoners had flown. The 
disappointed crowd 
then 
retired. 
There were twenty-six wagon loads of 
them, from St. Cloud, St. Wendel, 
Bnckman and other towns of Morn 
son, Benton and Stearns counties. 
^Sheriff Rasicot’s 
movements were 
conducted with such uuueey that not 
a person in the crowd even siuq>ect**d 
this morning that the prisoners were J 
miles away. To what joint the pri­ 
soners were taken is unknown, but no 
doubt they are in a safe place some­ 
where in the state. 
The sheriff 
proved himself too sharp for the 
would-be lynchers, and the judge of 
that court failed to secure his victims. 
It is rumored this morning that the 
m urderers are in St. Paul. Sheriff 
Rasicot will 
probably keep their 
whereabouts a secret for the present. 
If the prisoners had been found 
justice would have been summarily 
meted out to Bulow. It is not under­ 
stood that Randall was wanted, Bulow 
being the special object of vengeance. 
Instead of taking the murderers to 
St. Paul, Sheriff Rasicot brought 
them to Brainerd and landed them 
safely in the county jail here, driving 
across the country. 
Learning that 
Randall was not especially desired by 
Judge Lynch he came up yesterday 
and took him back to Little Falls.

The secretary of the state board of 
health-has issued the following circu­ 
lar. 
I am instructed t > ask your immed­ 
iate attention to tho necessity of 
knowing that tho men you employ 
this winter are thoroughly protected 
by 
vaccination against small pox. 
This disease is again prevailing in 
places adjacent to the lines of travel 
both in Canada and the United States. 
It was brought directly through the 
Canadian quarintine to a township in 
this State last August, and resulted 
in eight cases and three deaths. To 
avoid the terrible experience of a few 
years ago, vaccination is the sure 
safeguard. 
It is as much for the 
benefit of the men as for yourselves 
and the people at large. To be safe, 
therefore, re-vaccinate every one who 
has not had a succeful vaccination 
within the last five years, and can 
show' a good sear as evidence thereof. 
Your foremen should keep n list of 
the men, m this respect, and should 
be on their guard against any erup­ 
tive desease appearing among them. 
Instruct the m to isolate any one hay­ 
ing suspicious symptoms, with their 
clothing and bedding, till a medical 
opinion, or sufficient time shall de­ 
velop their true character. I will ad­ 
vise any one of them, promptly, who 
will write me for the purpose, and will 
be oblige*d for the earliest informa­ 
tion of anything suspicious, that we 
may give assistance where needed.

J. Harpwan, treasurorer of the 
Dakota relief committee, charges that 
the S3,(XKI, subscribed by an unknown 
New York Inuiefactor. for the relief 
of sufferers in Dakota and more par- 
j tictiliariy tho Jews, and sent to the 
governor of Dakota, has been with­ 
held, excepting $5(X>. from its intend­ 
ed destination. 
He states that the 
Jews are now well supplied but that 
there is much destitution among the 
Gentiles. 


Railroad Brakeman. 
At the convention of the Railroad 
Brakemen 
in Columbus, 
O., last 
month, the annual report of Grand 
Secretary O'Shea showed that the 
cash receipts for the year had been 
$145,4<»5, of which $123,006 was paid 
out in the beneficiary claims. The 
membership of the order was 12,000, 
an increase of over 3,000 for the year. 
The membership now is estimated at 
14,000. Twenty-six new lodges were 
organized last year. The number of 
lodges has increased 206 in the last 
three years, and the membership has 
increased 10,000. In the same period 
the 
death and disability 
claims 
amounted to about $300,000. The 
next convention will be held at St. 
Paul, Minn., in October, 1889. 


A Deplorable Condition- 
A dispatch from Chicago says that 
a majority of the members of the 
board of ecucation have decided to re­ 
fuse the offer of the Patriotic Sons of 
America to present to the body a 
number of United States flags, to be 
hung in the schools for the purpose 
of inculcating thoughts of yiatriotisw 
in the pupils, on the ground that cer­ 
tain elements mignt be antagonized 
thereby and that other nationalities 
might demand the display of foreign 
flags. In this connection it is an in­ 
teresting fact that every member of 
the majority is of foreign birth or 
parentage. 
They are appointed by 
the mayor as the price of political ac­ 
tivity. It looks as though a person’s 
life would be in danger to speak of 
the American flag in Chicago in a few 
years. 


Pretty Well Spotted. 
The republicans of New York have 
inaugurated a most wholesome move­ 
ment in exposing a number of men 
who have claimed to be republicans 
and have had charge of republican 
interests in certain localities, only to 
betray them. It was found that one 
or two congressmen were defeated 
through traitorous conduct of leaders 
and those leaders are now being in­ 
vestigated, and if the charges are 
found true will be bounced out of the 
party. 
The same policy should be 
inaugurated here in this county. 
There are certain men who come up 
as delegates, participate in conven­ 
tions, ask for party honors because 
they are republicans, and then on 
election day stab the regular nomi­ 
nees iu the back- Thanks to the 
effective work done the past year they 
are pretty well spotted and in the 
future the proper committees will see 
that they don’t have an opportunity 
to rejjeat their treachery.-—Fergus 
Falls Journal. 
We see. then, that Crow Wing 
county is not alone in this kind of 
business. If there is not a weeding 
out of 
political parasites in this 
region before another campaign we 
shall miss our guess. It beats all 
how ‘‘straight” 
they work 
after 
election. 


Important To Lumbermen. 
The secretary of the state board of. 
health-has issued the following circu­ 
lar. 
I am instructed t > ask your immed­ 
iate attention to the necessity of 
knowing that tho men you employ 
this winter are thoroughly protected 
by 
vaccination against small pox. 
This disease is again prevailing in 
places adjacent to tho lines of travel 
both in Canada and the United States. 
It was brought directly through the 
Canadian quarintine to a township in 
this State last August, aud resulted 
in eight cases and three deaths, To 
avoid the terrible experience of a few 
years ago. vaccination is the sure 
safeguard. It is as much for the 
benefit of the men as for yourselves 
and the people at large. To be safe, 
therefore, re-vaccinate every one who 
has not had a succeful vaccination 
within the last live years, and can 
show' a good scar as evidence thereof. 
Your foremen should keep a list of 
the men, m this respect, and should 
I be on their guard against any erup- 
i tive desease api>earing among them. 
I Instruct tht rn to isolate any one hav- 
; ing suspicious symptoms, with their 
clothing and bedding, till a medical 
opinion, or sufficient time shall de­ 
velop their true character. I will ad­ 
vise any one of them, promptly, who 
will write me for the purpose, and will 
be obliged for the earliest informa­ 
tion of anything suspicious, that we 
may give assistance where needed. 


The Presidents Message. 
The message is presented in full to 
our readers on the inside pages. 
It 
is a question of some considerable 
doubt as to whether it will repay the 
readers for their time to peruse it. 
There is one point, however, that is 
brought out clearly which is the fact 
that Grover Cleveland is mad clear 
through on account of his defeat. 


Brought them to Brainerd 
A telegram to the Globe from Lit­ 
tle Falls says: 
Yesterday an unusual influx of 
strangers and citizens from adjoining 
towns was noticed in this city that 
augured ill to the murderers, Bulow 
and Randall, who were confined in 
the jail. Warned by a telegram, 
Sheriff Basicot and Deputy William 
Rasicot took Bulow, the murderer of 
Frank Eich, and Randall, the mur­ 
derer of Ziegler, 
from 
the jail, 
shackeled them together, put them 
into a carriage and drove rapidly 
away, at about 6 o’clock last evening. 
This morning at 4:30 a crowd of peo­ 
ple numbering about 150, assembled 
at the jail and demanded admittance 
of Deputy Sheriff John Sands, who 
informed them that the prisoners 
were not they. The crowd refused to 
believe the deputy’s story, and the 
I 
’ador, in order to satisfy the would-be 
ynchere, admitted a delegation of 
ten, w-ho searched the jail only to find 
that the prisoners had flown. Tho 
disappointed crowd 
thou 
retired. 
There were twenty-six wagon loads of 
them, from St. Cloud, St. Wendel. 
Buckman and other towns of Morri­ 
son, Benton aud Steams counties 
Sheriff Itasicot’s 
movements wen- 
conducted with such »£n»H«cy that not 
a person in the crowd even suiq>eet«Ml 
this morning that the prisoners were 
miles away. To what joint the pri­ 
soners were taken is unknown, but no 
doubt they are in a safe place some­ 
where in the state. 
The sheriff 
proved himself too sharp for the 
would-be lynchers, and the judge of 
that court failed to secure his victims. 
It is rumored this morning that the 
murderers are in St. Paul. Sheriff 
Rasicot will 
probably keep their 
whereabouts a secret for the present. 
If the prisoners had been found 
justice would have been summarily 
meted out to Bulow. It is not under­ 
stood that Randall was wanted, Bulow 
being the special object of vengeance. 
Instead of taking the murderers to 
St. Paul, Sheriff Kasicot brought 
them to Brainerd and landed them 
safely in the county jail here, driving 
across the country. Learning that 
Randall was not especially desired by 
Judge Lynch he came up yesterday 
and took him back to Little Falls.

F or these aud valuable recom m endation* of the 
p o stm aster general atten tio n is earn estly in ­ 
vited to hia report. 
A d ep artm en t whose reve­ 
nue? have increased from $19,772,000 in 1870 to 
§52,700,000 in 1888, despite reduction* of p o st­ 
age, which have enorm ously reduced rates of 
revenue whil© greatly increasing its business, 
dem ands th e careful consideration of th e con­ 
gress as to all m atters suggested by those fa­ 
m iliar wit h its operations an d w hich sre calcu­ 
lated to increase its efficiency and usefuiness. A 
bill proposed by th e p o stm aster general was in ­ 
troduced a t th e last session of th e congress by 
which a uniform sta n d ard in th e am o u n t of 
gross receipts would fix th e rig h t of a com m u­ 
n ity to a public build in g to be erected by the 
governm ent for 
postoffice purposes. I t was 
dem onstrated th a t aside from th e public con­ 
venience aud the prom otion of harm ony am ong 
citizens, invariably d istu rb ed by changes of leas­ 
ings 
and 
of 
site, it 
was 
a 
m easure of 
th e hig h est 
econom y and of sound b u si­ 
ness 
judgm ent.

A very 
great advantage resulting from such a law would 
be th e prevention ot a large num ber of bills 
co n stan tly introduced for th e ercctk n of public 
buildings at places, and involving ex p en d itu res 
no t justified by public honesty.

session of congress.

The oniy altern ativ e provided by act of 
congress in case of relusal is to r th e p o stm aster 
general to send m all forw ard by pony express.

The cause for which th* battle 
is waged is comprised within lines clearly snd 
distinctly defined. It should never tie com­ 
promised 
It is the people'^ cause. It cannot 
Is* denied that Hie selfish and p riv ate‘merest* 
v hic!) are so persistently heard when efforts are 
made to deal in a just and comprehensive man­ 
ner with our tariff laws are related to, if they 
are not responsible for. the sentim ent largely 
prevailing aurung tho people th at the general 
government is th* fountain of individual private 
aid; thai it may lie expected to relieve with 
paternal care the distress of citizen* and com­ 
munities, and that from the fullness of its 
treasury' it should, upon the slightest possible 
pretext of promoting the general good, apply 
public funds to the bent fit of localities and in ­ 
dividuals.

cant or for reasons )e*n valid, and large sum* are 
expended for the purpose of public building* 
and other improvements upon representation* 
carefully claimed to be related to public need* 
aud necessities.

FO R E IG N R EL A TIO N S. 


A Y e a r o f T ra n q u illity W ith A ll N a­ 
tio n s —T h e F is h e rie s Q u e stio n a n d 
CoaHt B o u n d a ry . 
In pursuance of a constitutional provision re­ 
uniting the president from time to time to give 
to the congress information of the state of the 
Union, I have the satisfaction to announce that 
the cl, se of the year finds the United States in 
the enjoyment of domestic tranquillity and at 
peace with all the nations. Bince my last an­ 
nual message our foreign relations have been 
strengthened and improved by performance of 
international good offices snd by new and re­ 
newed treaties of amity, commerce and recipro­ 
cal extradition of criminals. Those international 
questions which still await settlem ent are a1! 
reasonably susceptible of amicable settlem ent, 
aud there is no existing subject of dispute 
between the United St tea and any foreign 
power th at is not susprctlble of satisfactory ad­ 
justm ent bv frank dip omatic treatm ent. The 
questions between the United States and Great 
Britain relating to the rights of American fish­ 
ermen nuder treaty and international comity in 
the territorial waters of Canada and New Eng­ 
land, I regret to sav, are not satisfactorily ad­ 
justed. These m atters were fully treated in my 
message to the senate of Fell. 20, 1889, together 
with a 
convention 
called 
under 
my au­ 
thority with her m ajesty's government on the 
15th of February last for the removal of all 
causes of misunderstanding, and were subm it­ 
ted by me 
for 
tho 
approval 
of 
tho 
senate. This treaty 
having 
been 
rejected 
bv 
the 
senate. I 
transm itted 
a 
message 
to the congress on the 23d of August last, re­ 
viewing the traili actions and subm itting for 
consideration certain recommendations for leg­ 
islation cor,cerning the imjiortant questions in­ 
volved. Afterward on the 12th of September in 
response to a resolution of the senate, I again 
communicated fully all the information in my 
possession ae to the action of the government 
of Canada affect ing the commercial relation be­ 
tween the dominion and the United Btates, in­ 
cluding tho treatm ent of American fishing ves­ 
sels in the ports and waters of British North 
America. The communications hare ail lieen 
published, and therefore opened to the knowl­ 
edge of both houses of congress, although two 
were addressed to the senate alone. Comment 
upon, or repetition of their content* would be 
superfluous, and I am not aware that anything 
has since occurred which should be added to the 
facts thereiu stated. Therefore, I merely repeat, 
as applicable to the present time, the statement 
which will Fie found in my message to the senate 
of 8ept. 27. last, that since March 3, 1887, no 
case has been reported lo the department of 
state w herein complaint has Fiecn made of un­ 
friendly or unlawful treatm ent of American 
fishing vessels on the part of the Canadian au­ 
thorities, in which reparation was ro t promptly 
and satisfactorily obtained by the United States 
cousu! general at Halifax. 
Having essayed the 
Discharge of my duty to procure by negotiation 
the sett lenient of a long standing cause of dis­

The offense thus com­ 
m itted was most grave, involving disastrous 
possibilities to the good relations of the United 
mate* and Great Britain, constituting a great 
breach of diplomatic privilege and an tnvasi n 
of the purely domestic nffsirs aud essential 
sovereignty of the government to which the eu- 
voy was accreditee. .Having Hist fulfilled the 
Just demand* of interna!lonsl comitjeb? afford* 
mg full opportunity for ber m ajesty's g< vern- 
mcnt to act in relief of the situation, I considered 
prolongation of discussion to Fie unwarranted, 
and thereupon declined to further recognize the 
dildo rustic character of the person whose con­ 
tinuance In such function woald destroy the 
mutual confidence which is essential to the 
good undem anding of the two governments, 
and was inconsistent with the welfare and self­ 
respect of the government of the United States. 
The unnal interchange of communication has 
since continued through her m ajesty's legation 
in this city. My endeavors to establish by in­ 
ternational oo-operatlon measures for the pre­ 
vention of the extermination of fur seals in 
Behring sea have not been relaxed, and I have 
hopes of tieing enabled shortly to subm it aa ef­ 
fective and satisfactory conventional project 
with the maritime powers for the approval of 
the senate. 
THE COART BOUNDARY 
between our Alaskan po-sesslous and British 
Columbia, I regret to say, bas not received the 
attention demanded by it# importance, and 
which on several occasions heretofore I have 
had the honor to recommend to the congress. 
The adm itted impracticability," if not impossi­ 
bility. of making an accurate and precise survey 
and <>markation of the boundaty line as it is 
rem / J in the treaty w ith Russia under which 
Ala#«a was ceded to the United States renders 
it absolutely requisite for the prevention of na­ 
tional jurisdictional complications th at ade­ 
quate appropriation for a reconnolssance snd 
survey to oil sin proper knowledge of the local­ 
ity and th.? geographical features of the bound­ 
ary should be authorized by congress with as 
little delay as possible. Knowledge to be thus 
obtained is an essential prerequisite for negotia­ 
tion for ascertaining a common tiouDdary or as 
preliminary to snv other triode of settlement. 
It is much to Fie dwdred that some agreement 
should Fie reached with her m ajesty’* govern­ 
ment by whirh the damage to life and property 
on the great lakes may Fie alleviated by remov­ 
ing or humanely regulating the obstacles to re­ 
ciprocal assistance lo wrecked or stranded ves­ 
sels. 
The act cf June 19, 1878, which offer* 
to Canadian vessels free acce** to our inland 
water* lo aid of wrecked or disabled vessels 
has not yet become effective through < oncurrent 
action by Cana ia. The due protection of our 
citizen* of French origin or descent, from claim 
of m ilitary service in the event of their return­ 
ing to or visiting France, has called forth a cor­ 
respondence which was laid before von at the 
last *ew»ion. In the absence of conventional 
agreement as to naturalization, which is greatly 
to IMi desired, this gov' rnrneut sees no occasion 
to recede from the srand position it hat m ain­ 
tained. not only with regard to France, but as 
to all countries with which the United (Slates 
have not e-mcloded special treat lea 
I wice within the last year has the imperial 
household of Germany been visited by death, 
and I have hastened to express the sorrow of 
thi* people, and th* lr appreciation of the lofty 
character of the late aced Euqieror William and 
their sym pathy with tFie heroism under suffer­ 
ing of bis son. the late Emperor Frederick 
I 
re new my recommend stion ut two ye?rs ago for 
the passage of a Filii for the refunding to certain 
German steam tuip line* of the interest upon 
tonnage dues illegally exacted. 
Oa the 12th of April last I laid Fs-fore the 
bouse of represent ai ires full information re­ 
specting our Interests in Samoa; an I in 'he sub­ 
sequent correspondence on the same subject.

W ith the rapid increase of immigration to our 
shores aud the facilities ai W otcm *rfivdl 
abuses of the generous privileges afforded bV 
oui naturalization law* calls for their careful re­ 
vision. 
The easy and unguarded manner in 
whloil certificates of American citizenship can 
now be obtained has induced a class unfortu­ 
nately large to avail themselves of the oppor­ 
tunity to become absolved from allegiance to 
their native land and yet by a foreign residence 
to escape any just duty and contrlbatfdfi Bt 
service to the country of their proposed adop­ 
tion. Thus, while eroding the duties of citi­ 
zenship to the United Buttes, they may make 
prom pt claim for its national protection and de­ 
mand its intervention in their behalf. Inter­ 
national complications of a serious nature arise, 
and the correspondence of the state departm ent 
discloses the great numlier and complexity of 
the questions which have Fieen raised. 
Our laws regulating tho issue of passports 
should F carefu lly revised and the institution 
of a central bureau of registration at the capital 
in again strongly recommended. By this means 
full particulars of each case of naturalization in 
the United States woald Fie secured and prop­ 
erly indexed and recorded, and thus many cases 
of spurious citizenship would be detered and 
unjust r e s p o n s e ! 'lea would be avoided. The 
reorganization for the consular service is a m at­ 
ter of serious importance to our natl* aal inter­ 
ests, The nnrotier of existing principal consular 
offices is Fullered to be greater than at all acces­ 
sary for the conduct of the public (maine*". It 
should uot be our policy to m aintain more than & 
moderate numlier of principal offices, each sup­ 
ported Fry a salary sufficient to enable the iu- 
cumtient to live in comfort and so distributed as 
to secure the convenient, supervision through 
suFKu-diuate agencies of affairs over a consider­ 
able District, I repeat the recommendations here­ 
tofore made bv me that the appropriation for ttfe 
maintenance of oar diplomatic and consular 
service should Fie recast; that the so-called 
notarial ut unofficial fees which our representa­ 
tives abroad are now perm itted to tfeat ss per- 
soual perquisites should Fie forbidden; that a 
system of consular inspection should be iusti- 
tuted. and that a limited number of secretaries 
of legation at large should Fie authorized. 
Preparations tor the centennial celebration on 
April do. 18K1F. of the inauguration of George 
W ashington as president of the united States 
st the city of New York have beeu made by a 
voluntary organization of the citizens of tbst 
locality, zed. Fielieving that an 
opportunity 
should lie afforded for the expression of the 
interest felt throughout the country with this 
event, I respectfully recommend fitting and co­ 
operate action bv congress on behalf of the peo­ 
ple of the United Htatea.

The long-pending Fioundsry dispute Fietwecn 
Costa Rica and Nicaragua was referred to mv 
arbitration, aud by an award made on the 22d 
of March last, tile question ha# Fieen finally 
settled to the expressed satisfaction of both 
parties in interest. 
The emperor of Brazil, in abolishing the last 
vestige of slavery among Christian nation*, 
called forth the earnest congratulations of this 
government in expression of tho cordial sym 
pat hies of our people. 
The claims of nearly all 
other countries against Chili, grow ing out of her 
late war with Bolivia and Peru, have lieen dis­ 
posed of either by arbitration or by a lump 
settlem ent. 
Similar claims of our citizen* 
will 
continue

Chilian government, and it is hoped will not lie 
subject to further delays. A comprehensive 
treaty of amity and commerce with Peru wa* 
proclaimed on Nov. 7 last; and it is expected 
that under its operation m utual prosperity and 
good understanding will be promoted. In pur­ 
suance of the policy of arbitral Ion a treaty to 
settle the claim of Santes. aa American citizen, 
against Ecuador has lieen pi.nclnded under my 
authority, and will Fie dulv subm itted for the 
approval of the senate. Like disposition of the 
claim* of Carlos Butterfield against Denmark, 
and of Van Bokelen against Havti, will probably 
be made, and I trust the principle of such settle­ 
m ents may be extended in practice under the 
approval of the senate. Through unforeseen 
causes foreign to the will of both governments 
the ratification oi the convention of Dec. 5, 
1885, with Venezuela for the rehearing of the 
CLAIMS OF CITIZENS 
of the United states under the treaty of 1886 
failed to exchange witiiin the term provided, 
and a supplementary convention, further ex­ 
tending the time for exchange of ratifications 
and explanatory of an ambignous provision of 
the prior convention, now awaits the advice and 
consent of the senate. Although this m atter in 
the stage reterred concerns only the concur­ 
rent treatv-m aking power of one branch of 
congress. I advert to it in view of the interest 
repeatedly and conspicuously shown by you in 
your legislative capacity in favor of a speedy 
aud equitable adjustm ent 
of tho questions 
growing out of the discredited judgments of 
the previous mixed commission of Caracas, with 
every desire to do justice to the representntion 
of Venezuela Iu tb ls regard the time seems to 
have come to end thi# matter, and I trust the 
prompt confirmation by both parties of the sup­ 
plementary act iou referred to will avoid the 
need of legislation or other action to prevent 
the longer withholding of such rights of actual 
claimnnts ss may be shown to exist. As au­ 
thorised by the congress preliminary steps ba^e

ARMY AND NAVY.

The secretary of war reports that the army of 
the date of the last consolidated returns con­ 
sisted of 2,189 officers and 24,549 eplisted men. 
The actual expenditures of the war departm ent 
for the fiscal 
year ended Juno 30, 1888, 
amounted to $41,165,107.07,' of which sum 
$9,158,516.63 wa* expended tor public works, 
including river and harbor improvements. “The 
board of ordnance aud fortification." provided 
for under the act approved Sept. 22 last, was 
convened Oct. 30. 1888, and plans and specifica­ 
tions for procuring forgings for 8, IO and 12- 
inch nuns under provision of section 4, ana also 
for procuring 12 -inch breech-lcading mortars, 
cast-iron, hooped w i'h steel, under the provi­ 
sions of section 5 of the said act, were subm itted 
to t he secretary of war for reference to the tioard 
bv the ordnance departm ent of the same date. 
These pl*na and specifications haying Fieen 
promptly approved by the tioard and the secre­ 
tary of war. the necessary authority to po Irtish 
advertisements inviting proposals throughout 
the country was granted bv the secretary on 
Nov. 12, and on Nov. 13 tho advertisem ents were 
sent out to the different newspapers designated. 
The bids for the steel forging are to be opened 
on Dec. 20, 1888. and for the m ortars on Dec.

Tbev 
are In their present location a* the result 
of the lies! judgment of those having official 
respon-tbillt y in the m atter and who are by no 
means lacking in kind consideration for the In­ 
dians.

Experience has proved th%t they are dangerous 
aud cannot be trusted. “Ih isi# true not only of 
those who. on the war path, Fiave heretofore 
lieen actually guilty of murder, but of tneir 
kindred and friends who, while they remained 
npon their reservation, furnished aid and com­ 
fort to those aFiseut with bloody intent. 
'I ne 
prisoners should tie treated kindly aDd kept in 
restraint far from the locality of their former 
reservation, and they should Fie subjected to 
efforts calculate ! to lead ,to their improvement 
and to the softening of tneir savage and cruel 
Instinct#, but their return to their Md home 
sFiould Fie persistently resisted. 
The secrcta'v 
in hi# report, give# a graphic history of these 
Indian# and r cites with painful vividness ibe;r 
Floodv deeds aud the unhappy failure of the 
goverumetif to manage them by peacelul means. 
It will be amaz.ng if a perusal of t his history 
will allow the survival or a dosfre of the return 
of these prisoners to their reservation frpon sen­ 
tim ental or other grounds, 


THE KATY. 
The report of the secretary of the navy dem­ 
onstrates very intelligent management in that 
im portant depart men*, and discloses the most 
satisfactory progre*- iu the work of reconst ruct­ 
ing the navy made during the past year. O f‘he 
ship# in course of construction five. viz.: The 
Charleston. Baltimore. Yorktown. Vesuvius and 
the Petrel have to that tune Fieen launched and 
are rapidly ajiproachiug completion, sud rn ad­ 
dition to the above the Phllad"lphia, the 8aa 
Francisco, the Newark, The Bennington, foe 
Concord and the IIerre*hoff torpedo boat are all 
under contract for delivery to the department 
during the next year. The progress already 
made and being made gives good giound for the 
ex p iratio n that these eleven vessels wiil lie in­ 
corporated as part of the American navy wittiin 
the next twelve months. Tfie repo*t shows that 
not with*’auding the large expenditures tot new 
cons tract ion and the additional labor involved 
the total ordinary or current expends are ot the" 
departm ent for the three year# ending June 30. 
1588, are less by more than 20 per cent than 
snch expenditure# for the three year# ending 
June 30, 1884. The various steps which have 
been taken to improve the business inethod^of 
the business department are revewed by the sec 
retary. The purchasing of supplies ha* lieen 
consolidated and placed under a responsible F>u- 
reau head. 
This lias re-ulted ta the curtailment! 
of ope* purchases, which in the years I *>84-Bu 
amounted to over 50 per cent of the I firebases 
of the depart men!, to lea* than l l percent, so 
that at the present time about 90 per cent cf the 
total departmental purchase# are made Fjv con­ 
tract and after competition. Aa the expenditures 
on that account exceed an average cf $2,000,000 
annually.it is evident that aa J rn portaat im­ 
provement in tee syatem has Fieen inaugurated 
and substantial economies introduced.

The report of the postmaster general shows a 
marked increase of busine*# in every branch of 
the postal service. The numFier of postoffices on 
July I, 1888, wa# 57,376. an increase of 6,121 
In three years, and of 2.219 for the last fiscal 
year. 
The latter mentioned increase I* classi­ 
fied as follows: New England state", 5: Middle 
state*. 181; Bo ut hern states and Indian Terri­ 
tory 141), 1.406; the states and territories of 
the Pacihc coast, 190: the ten stales and terri­ 
tories of the West and Northwest, 435; District 
of Columbia, 2; total, 2,219. Free delivery ol- 
floe# have increased from 189 in the fiscal year 
ended June 30. 1887, to 358 in the year euded 
June 30. 1888. In the raiiwav mail service there 
has been au increase in one year of 168 routes, 
and in the numFier of mile# traveled per annum 
an Increase of 150,795.917.4s; the estim ated 
increase of railroad service tot the year was 
6,000 miles, but the amount of new railroad 
service actually put on was 12, ,64 50 mile#. 
The volume of business in the money order 
division#, including transactions 
in 
postal 
notes, 
reached 
the 
sum 
of 
upwards of 
$143,000,000 for the year. During the past 
year parcel post convent ion# have been con­ 
cluded with toe Barbadoes, the Bahamas, Brit sh 
Honduras and Mexico, and are now under nego­ 
tiation with all the Central and South American 
states. Tne increase of correspondence with 
foreign countries during the past three veals is 
gratifying, and is (specially notable and ex­ 
ceptional with the Central and South American 
states and with Mexico. As the greater part of 
mail m atter exchanged with these countries I# 
commercial in its character, this increase I* 
evidence of the Improved business re anon# with 
them. The practical op-rationof the parcel post 
convention# so far a# negotiated ha# served to 
fulfill the most favorable predictions as to their 
Fieneflts. In Jnlv last a general postal conven 
tion wa# negotiated with the Dominion of Can 
ada, which went into operation on March I, arni 
which practically make* one postal territory of 
the United State* and Canada Under it mer- 
eliandise and parcels may now be transm itted 
through the mails at fourth-clae# nett s of post 
age 
It is not possible here to touch even the 
leading head# of the great postal establishm ent 
to illustrate the enormous and 
RAPID GROWTH OF BU INESS 
or of the needs for legislative readjustm ent of 
much of its machinery that it has outgrown 
For these and valuable recommendation* of the 
postm aster general attention is earnestly in­ 
vited lo bls report. A department whose reve­ 
nues have increased from $10,772,000 iu 1870 to 
$52,700,000 in 1888, despite reduction# of post­ 
age, which have enormously reduced rates of 
revenue while greatly increasing it# business, 
demands the carefnl consideration of the con­ 
gress as to all m atters suggested liy those fa 
miliar with its operations and which are calcu­ 
lated to increase its efficiency and usefulness, 
bill proposed by the postm aster general was in­ 
troduced at the last session of the congress by 
which a uniform standard in the amount of 
gross receipts would fix the right of a commu­ 
nity to a public building to be ejected by the 
government for postoffice purpose*. It wa* 
demonstrated that aside from the public con­ 
venience aud the promotion of harmony am one 
citizens, invariably disturbed by changes of leas­ 
ings 
and 
of site, it 
was 
a 
measure of 
the highest 
economy and of sound buri 
ne## 
judgment. It 
was 
found 
that 
the 
government wa# paving in rents at the rate of 
from 7 to IO per cent 
p i t annum on what the 
coct of such public building* would tie. A very- 
great advantage resulting from such a law would 
Fie the prevention of a large number of bills 
constantly iutroduoed for the erect ii n of public 
buildings at places, and involving expenditures 
not justified by public honesty. I tru st that 
this measure will become a law at the pre-ent 
session of congress. Of the total number of the 
postmasters 54874 are of the fourth class. 
These, of course, receive no allowances whatever 
for expense# in the service, and their compensa­ 
tion is fixed by percentage on the receipts of 
their respective offices. This rate of compensa 
Hon may have been, and prohaJily was at some 
time. just. But the standard bas remained un­ 
changed through the several reductions in the 
rate# of postage. Such reductions have neces 
sarily cut down the comoeasation of these offi 
dais, while it undoubtedly iucreaxed the bari 
ne## performed by them 
Simple justice re­ 
quires attention to iLis subject, to the end that 
FOURTH-CLASS POSTMASTERS 
may receive at least an equivalent lo that which 
the law, itself fixing the rate, intended for them. 
Another class of postal employe* whose condi­ 
tion seems to demand legislation i# that of 
clerks in postoffice#, and I call especial attention 
to the report and recommendation# of the post­ 
m aster general for their cia## i Meat ion. Proper 
legislation of this character for the relief of car­ 
riers in the free delivery service has Fieen fre­ 
quent. Provision is made for their promotion: 
for substitutes tor them on vacation: for sub­ 
stitute* for holidays and limiting their hours of 
labor. Seven million dollar* has been appropri­

The number of teachable Indlsn youth is 
estim ated at 40.005, or uearlv three times the 
enrollment of the schools. It is believed tha 
obstacle# la the way of instructing all are sur­ 
mountable and that the necessary expenditure 
would be a measure of economy. I he Sioux 
t rilie# on the great re set vat ion of Dakota re­ 
fused to assent to m e act 
passed by the 
congress at its last session for opening a portion 
of their lauds to settlement, notw ithstand­ 
ing modification of the term s was suggested 
which met most of their objections. Their de­ 
mand is for immediate payment of the full price 
of $1.25 lier acre tor the entire body of land, tho 
occupancy of which thev are asked to relinquish. 
The manlier of submission insured their fair 
understanding of the law, and their action wa# 
undoubtedly a* thoroughly intelligent as their 
capacity admire. It is at least gratifying that 
no reproach of over-reaching can in any man­ 
ner he against the government, however advis­ 
able the favoraFile completion of the negotiation 
may have Fieen esteemed. I concur in the sug­ 
gestion* of the secretary regarding the Turtle 
Mountain Indians, the two reservations in Cali­ 
fornia and the Crees.

PENSIONS. 


B u t a S m all P ortion o f th© M essage 
D evoted to I h is Q u estio n —L axity o f 
Ideas. 
The number of pensioners added to the roils 
during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1888, is 
60,252. and increase of pensions was granted in 
45,716 cases 
The names of 15,730 pensioners 
were dropped from the rolls du. rag the year for 
various causes, and at the close cif the year the 
numlier of penstoneis of all classes receiving 
pensions was 452,557. Of these there were 806 
survivors of the war of 1812, 10.787 widows of 
those who served in that war. 16,060 soldiers of 
the Mexican war and 5,104 widows of said sol­ 
diers. One hundred and two different rates of 
pensions are paid to these Fieueticiaries, ranging 
from $2 to $416-66 per month. The amount 
paid for pensions during the fiscal year was 
^8,775,861.92, tieing an increase over the pre­ 
ceding year of $5,308,280.22. The expenses at­ 
tending the maintenance and operation of the 
pension bureau during that period was $3,262- 
57467. 
making 
tho 
entire 
expenditures

$82,038,386.57, 
being 
21*4 
per cent 
of 
the

am thoroughly convinced that our general 
pension laws should be revised aud adjusted to 
meet as far as possible, in the light of our ex­ 
perience, all meritorous cases. The fact th at 
102 different rate# of pensions are paid cannot 
in my opinion Fie made consistent with justice 
to the pensioner or to the government, and tha 
numeious private pension bills that are passed, 
predicated Upon the imperfection of general 
aw#, while they increase, in manv cases, exist­ 
ing in equality aud in justice.lend additional force 
to the recommendation for a revision of the 
general law* on thi* subject. 
The laxity of 
Ideas prevailing among a large numlier of our 
people regarding pension# Is becoming every 
day more marked. The priaoipl«e upon wfaiofe 
they should bs granted are ta danger of ta lag 


rjtogether Ignored, and already pensions an 
dften claimed because the applicants alt> tu 
much entitled as other successful applicants 
rather than upon any disability reasonably at 
tributable to m ilitary service. If the establish 
m ent of various nreoedeuts be continued, If th< 
granting of pensions be not divorced from parti­ 
san and other unw orthy and Irrelevant con­ 
siderations, and 
If the 
honorable name of 
veteran unfairly becomes by these means but 
another term for one vrho constantly clamors 
for the aid of the government, there is danger 
th a t injury will be done to the fame and p atriot­ 
ism of m any whom our citiSehs all delight to 
honor, and that a prejudice will be aroused u n ­ 
ju st to meritorious applicants for pensions, 


A G R IC U L T U R E . 


Th-e W ork A c c o m p lish e d by th e D e ­ 
p a r tm e n t o t A g r ic u ltu r e —P la n s to 
E r a d ic a te P leu r o -P n e u m o n ia . 
T he departm ent of agriculture has continued, 
avRh a good measure of success, its efforts to 
develop the processes, enlarge the results and 
augum ent the profits of American husbandry. 
I t has collected and distributed practical in­ 
form ation, introduced and tested new plants, 
checked the spread of contagious disease of 
raiiu anim als, resisted the advance of noxious 
lLseqfs and destructive fungus growth, and 
®«i>ght to secure to agricultural labor the highest 
Seward of efTort and the fullest im m unity from 
loss. Its records of the year show th at the sea­ 
son of 1888 has been of medium production. 
A generous supply of the demands of consum p­ 
tio n has been assured, and a surplus for ex- 
C 
onation, moderate in certain prod nets and 
ountiful in others, will prove a benefaction 
alike to 
buyer 
arid 
grower. 
Four 
years 
ago 
it 
was 
found 
th at 
the 
great 
cat tle iudnstry of the country was endangered, 
and those engaged in it were alarmed at the 
rapid extension of the European plague of 
pleuro-pueumonia. Serious outbreaks existed 
in Illinois, Missouri. Kentucky ami in Tennes­ 
see. 
Animals affected were held quarantine. 
Five counties in New York and from one to four 
counties in each of the states ot New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Delaware and Maryland were al­ 
m ost equally affected. W ith this great danger 
upon us ami with the contagion already in the 
channels of commerce, with the enormous direct 
and indirect losses already being caused by it, 
and when only prom pt and energetic action 
could be successful, there were in none of these 
states any laws author!z ug this departm ent to 
eradicate the malady or giving the state officials 
power to co-operate w ith it for the purpose. 
The departm ent even lacked both the requisite 
appropriation and authority. 
By securing state 
co-operatiou in connection with authority from 
congress 
thk wokk of eradication 
has been pressed successfully and tli’s dreaded 
disease has been extirpated from the W estern 
states, and also from the Eastern Btates. with 
the exception ol a few restricted areas which are 
wtill under supervision. The danger has thus 
been removed, and trade and commerce have 
been freed from the vexatious state restrictions 
which were deemed necessary for a time. 
D uring the past four years the process of diffu- 
eion as applied to the m anufacture of sugar from 
worghnm and sugar cane has been introduced 
in to the country and fully perfected by the ex­ 
perim ents carried on by the departm ent of aeri- 
•culture. This process is now' universally con­ 
ceded to be the most economical one, and it is 
through it that the sorghum RUgar industry has 
been established upon a firm basis and the road 
to Its future success opened. The a loptiou of 
th is diffusion process is also extending In 
Lottisiaua 
and other sugar-producing parts 
of 
ths 
country, and Will 
doubtless 
soon 
t>e 
the 
only 
method 
employed 
for 
the 
extraction of sugar f c m the cane. An exhaustive 
study has also, within tiie same period, been 
undertaken of the subject of food adulteration 
ancl the Ix-st analytical m ethods for detecting it. 
A part of tiie resul s cf this work has already 
been published by the departm ent. Which, w ith 
the m atter in course of preparation, will make 
the most complete treatise on that subject that 
has ever been published in any country. The 
departm ent seeks a progressive development. It 
would combine the discoveries of science with 
th e economies and amelioration of rural prac­ 
tice. A supervision of the endowed experimental 
station system recently provided for is a proper 
function of the departm ent and is now in oper­ 
ation. This supervision is very im portant and 
ehonld be wisely and vigilantly directed to the 
eud that the pecuniary aid of the government in 
favor of intelligent agriculture should be so ap­ 
plied hs »o result in tne general good and to t he 
benefit of sit pur people, thus justifying the ap­ 
propriation made Jrcm the public treasury.

The adjustm ent of the relations between the 
government and the railroad companies which

'the railroads, should receive early attention' 
T hereportof a m ajority of the commissioners 
appoint< d to exam ne the affairs and indebted­ 
ness of these roads, in which they favor an ex­ 
tension 
of 
the

iu 
at 
least 
on-* 
case, where the con.oration appears to be 
able to comply with well guarded and exact 
term s of such extension and their enforcement 
by gentlemen of undoubted business judgm ent 
and 
experience

interests of the gowe:ment as directors of said 
corporation.may w 11 lead to the belief that such 
an extension would be to the advantage of the 
government. The subject should be treated as a 
business proposition w ith a view to a final reali­ 
zation of its indebtedness by the government 
rather than as a question to be decided upon 
prejudice or py wav of punishm ent for previous 
wrongdoing. 
The rejiort of the commissioner 
of the D istrict of Columbia w ith its accompany­ 
ing documents, gives in detail the operations 
of the several 
departm ents 
of the district 
government, and furnish evidence 
that the 
financial affairs of the district arc at present in 
such satisfactory condition as to justify the 
commissioners in subm itting to congress esti­ 
m ates for desirable and needed improvements. 
RECOM M EN D A TIO N S. 
The commissioners recommend certain legis­ 
lation which, iu their opinion, is necessary to 
advance the interests of the district. I invite 
your sjiecial a tention to their request for such 
legislation as will enable the commissioners 
w ithout delay to collect, digest and properly ar­ 
range the laws bv which the district is gov­ 
erned, and which are now' embraced iu several 
collections, making them available only with 
great difficulty. 
The suggestions they make 
touching desirable amendm ents to the laws 
relative to licenses granted for carrying on the 
retail traffic in spiritous liquors, to the obse rv­ 
ance of Sunday, to the i roper assessm ent and 
collection of taxes and the speedy punishm ent 
of minor offenders, and to the management 
and control of the reform atory and charitable 
Institutions supported by congressional appro­ 
priations, are commended to care and considera­ 
tion. 
I again call attention to the present in­ 
convenience and the danger to life and property 
attending the operation cf steam railroads 
throughout and across the public t-treets and 
Toads of the district. The propriety of such 
legislation as will properly guard the use of 
these railroads and better secure the convenience 
and safety of citizens is manifest. 
The consciousness th at I have presented, but 
an imperfect statem ent of the condition of our 
country a d its w auts, occasions no fear that 
anything om itted is not known and appreciated 
by the congress upon whom rests the responsi­ 
bility of intelligent legislation In behalf of a 
g r o t nation and confiding people. 
As public 
servants we shall do our duty well 4& we con­ 
stantly guard tin* rectitude of our intentions; 
m aintain unsullied our love of country, and 
wit h unselfish purposes strive for t be public 
good.

In Michigan one farmer in each one 
hundred raised only five bushels 
wheat this year per acre, while two 
in each one hundred raised over 
th irty bushels per acre. 
Cracker P udding.—Split a dozen 
crackers in halves, lav the surface 
placing 
over 
with 
raisins, 
the 
halves 
together 
again; tie 
tie up closely in a cloth, and boil 
about twenty minutes in milk and 
water; serve with a rich sauce. 


P ork cake.—One pound of fat salt 
pork chopped fine, 1% cups of boiling 
water poured over the pork, two 
pounds of raisins, currants and cit­ 
ron, two cups of sugar, eight cups of 
flour, one tablespoonful soda, and 
cloves and cinamon to taste. 
F or Washing Red T able Linen.— 
Use tepid 
wrater, 
with 
a little 
powdered borax, which serves to set 
the color; wash the liilen seprately 
and quickly, using very little soap; 
rinse in tepid water containing a lit­ 
tle boiled starch; hang to dry in the 
shade, and iron when almost dry. 
The skin of a boiled egg is the most 
efficacious remedy th at can be applied 
to a boil. Peel it carefully, cut a 
little hole in the center, for the head 
ot the boil, wet and apply to the 
p art affected. It will draw off the 
m atter and relieve the soreness in a 
few hours. 
A patent nutmeg grater and an 
ounce of nutmegs will keep a restless 
child busy and happy half a day 
turning the tin.v crank, while the 
grated spice, carefully preserved from 
the air in a tin box, is a real help 
when one is hurried with cooking. 
Since the bustle has been discarded 
sashes have taken its place.

The capac­ 
ity is nearly doubled by reducing the 
water 
to the tem peratura of ica ! 
lienee the water kept in a room foi j 
a while is unfit for use. 
Thirty yards of cotton cloth may j 
be bleached in fifteen minutes by oni 
large spoonful of sal soda and on$ 
pound of chloride of lime dissolved 
in soft water; after taking out the j 
cloth rinse in cold solt water so that 
it may not rot. The color of French 
linen may be preserved by a bath in 
strong tea, of common hay. Calicoes 1 
with jiink or green colors will l>e 
brightened if vinegar is put in the 
rinsing water, while soda is used for 
purple and blue. If it is desired to 
sf*t colors previous to washing put a 
spoonful of ox gall to a gallon of w a­ 
ter and soak the fabrics in the liquid. 
Colored napkins are put in lye before 
washing to set the color. The color 
of black is freshened if it is put in a 
pail of water containing a teacupful; 
of lye.—Good Housekeeping. 


W hat to Drink. 
Every woman should place n bowl 
of water by the side of her bed every 
night; she should as soon think ol 
going without a pillow for her head, as 
going without this same cooling 
draught. If wakeful, a long sip Will 
generally produce quiet sleep. It will 
soothe a littlechild sooner than any­ 
thing, and often stop a troublesome 
tit of coughing. 
Instead of drinking so much green 
and black tea, th a t tends to make 
women wakeful, nervous and irrita­ 
ble, try beef tea. Take lean meat, 
cut it up small, and boil several 
hours; skim off the grease, and serve 
hot and well seasoned in cups. One 
with this substitute will hardly miss 
her foreign tea, often sadly adultera­ 
ted and rarely quiet pure, and she 
will t>e astonished a t the gain in 
nerve, freedom from irritability, and 
a t the good sound sleep she will have 
every night.

English cheese mongers it is said 
hold very limited stocks and prices 
have an upward tendency. 
The home consumpt ion of cheese is 
said to be much larger this year 
than ever known before. 
Manny correspondents report a 
nmeli larger yield ot wheat on Ham­ 
mer fallow’ than on wheat or corn 
stubble. 
The recent wet weather in the east­ 
ern states is said to have been am ain 
cause of the large falling off in the 
exports of cheese. 
If your milk room is too damp 
place a quantity of lime in it. The 
lime will absorb the surplus moisture 
and soon make the room dry. 
H orton Gillis, of McHenry county, 
III., is credited with having the largest 
creamery in the world, the annual 
product exceeding $200,000. 
The usefulness of any dairy cow is 
an her udder, and toward her udder 
its shape and its yield, all the capa­ 
bilities of the cow should be directed. 
In consequence of the generally bad 
crops and bad weather in England, 
the farming population are turning 
more attention 
to 
fruit growing 
,than formerly, and also to poultry 
and Vegetable growing. 
1 A Southwestern journal suggest 
th at in view’ of the returns from some 
(Of the open-range cattle shipped each 
£yenr th at the scrub had better tie left 
to die on the range rather than to 
freight him 900 miles to m arket and 
then sell him a t $1.40 per 100 lbs. 
Small potatoes, pumpkins, sugar 
lieets and mangels and turnips boiled 
up in a large boiler, and after they 
are thoroughly 
cooked, they are 
mixed with several bushels of a mix­ 
ture of equal parts ground oats, 
corn and mill feed. This is very good 
food, and fattens rapidly. 
A New' York firm has sent out a 
circular to cheese makers, complain­ 
ing of the great am ount of poor 
cheese th a t is being forced upon the 
m arket, owing to the efforts of the 
lactones to make thegreatest weight 
of cheese to the hundred pounds of 
milk, resulting in “a loose, moist, 
ill-keeping cheese th at goes off flavor 
uml rots.” 
The dealers in this part of the 
world do not know what good cheese 
is, it is so long since they have had 
any, says the Orange County Farmer. 
In our family we use about ten 
pounds per annum of the liest we can 
get. It fine goods were to tie had we 
would 
probably use 
seventy-five 
pounds instead of ten and we imagine 
this is true of others. 
If paint be put on as a preserva­ 
tive rather than for mere ornamen­ 
tation, the roof should not be un­ 
painted. It may not be seen, but 
the action of rain failing upon a roof 
is much more injurious to shingles 
unpainted than it can be on the sides 
nnd clapboards of a building. The 
failing drops cause the fibres of the 
wood to break, making a fuzzy sur­ 
face, which holds water and induces 
decay. Paint entirely prevents this 
so long os it lasts. It is cheaper to 
keep the roof covered with some in­ 
expensive paint than to have the 
labor and expense of renewing shing­ 
les every few years. 


He Ready for Accident*. 
Good housekeepers, like good mili­ 
tary 
commanders, 
provide 
for; 
emergencies and disasters. It doesn't i 
cost any more to buy two lamp 
chimneys together than to buy them 
at separate times, and having the 
extra one on hand for the time w^hen j 
it is needed often saves much an -1 
nova nee and discomfort. 
Always . 
keep in t He house a supply of sta n -; 
dard medical remedies, 
plenty ol 
clean rags, a ball of tw ine, a supply 
of nails and screws; and Lie sure that 
the screw-driver and hammer are in 
their place all the time. 
Every 
house in the country ought to be 
provided with a ladder to reach the 
roof for use in case of fire, and there 
should never be a time when a pail­ 
ful of water couldn't be got on the 
instant. 


Warming Water for Cow*. 
It is about time to begin making 
preparations for warming water for 
the cows to drink in late fall and 
during w inter. Prof. E. W. Stewart, 
the noted experimenter in cattle feed­ 
ing, etc., tells the Country Gentleman 
th at water should lie warmed to a 
summer tem perature of from sixty 
to seventy degrees. 
Experiments 
show th at such warming produces a 
gain of from five to eight per cent, in 
in the yield of milk; but of course the 
first thing to secure is a warm and 
well-ventilated stable. It would be a 
waste to warm water in acold stable. 
Fix the stable and then make ar­ 
rangements to warm water easily and 
properly. 


fa* Hay Compete With Enrilagr! 
At a recent meeting of the Missis­ 
sippi Valley Dairy nnd Creamery As­ 
sociation, the follow ing was a portion 
of a discussion beteeWn Prof. Sanborn 
and Mr. Sawyer, which is well worthy 
of notice. Air. Sawyer—“How’ long 
will a ton ot hay last a cow?” Mr. 
Sanborn—“Usually a cow will eat 
from twenty-seven to thirty pounds 
of hay. A ton would last G6\ days 
then.” Mr. Sawyer—“A little over 
two months, So your acre will give 
your cow feed for, say, 2% months. 
With ensilage, one acre will furnish 
eighteen tons. So there is ieed for 
one cow eighteen months, against 2# 
months. 
I do not state this on some 
one's else theory, I know it to be a 
fact.” Thus, according 
to 
these 
gentlemen, whose statem ents were 
made in the presence of hundreds, one 
acre of ensilage will support ninecows, 
against only one cow on hay. This 
comparison is a startling one, and 
the difference is too great to be over­ 
looked. No m atter what the cost of 
hay or ensilage may lie, in the first 
place, the proportion of eight or 
nine to one represents sums that can­ 
not be reconciled. 


Stork Feeding. 
“Bulletin No. 4,” of the Minnesota 
Station, gives an account of some 
short feeding tests, which can only 
lie considered 
as preliminary 
to 
further work under more satisfactory 
conditions. 
These experiments in­ 
dicate th a t even the most watery 
form of ensilage, i. e., ensilage from 
coarse Southern corn which cut thir­ 
ty-five tons to the acre, can be com­ 
pared with fine tim othy hay nearly 
in the proportion of 2% to 1 for milch 
cows. The cows relish ensilage with 
grain tvcHer than moistened hay 
with grain. 
This 
is 
not proof 
th a t ensilage is more digestable. but 
it is evidence th at it is more palata­ 
ble and, palatability and digestibili­ 
ty are somewhat intimately connect­ 
ed. Timothy hay seemed to favor 
the production of fat in cow’s, while 
ensilage favored the production of 
milk. With a warm stable the warm­ 
ing of drinking water did more harm 
than good, but as the water given to 
one lot stood °70 and to the other 
°32 the tests are of less value than 
they would have been had the water 
of the first lot been alittle cooler and 
of the second lot a little w-armer. As 
we observed a t the outset, short 
feeding tests, hastily arranged, can 
prove little. 
These, however, are 
interesting as indicating lines of ex­ 
perimentations which ought to bring 
results of practical value to every 
armcr, 


Keeping Seed Potatoes, 
If the seed is kept in barrels In the 
cellar it may lie poured overfromone 
barrel to another; but after all the 
main point is to keep the temperature 
down to a lowr figure. There has 
lieen some talk in the papers lately 
th at 40° was low enough, th a tit was 
not wise to let them get any nearer 
to freezing. I would keep them as 
cold as 33° to 34°, providing of 
course, th a t the cellar 
was well 
enough built so th at there could be 
no danger of it freezing during a cold 
night. Ju st os near freezing as you 
can and run no risk w ould lie my 
m otto. I have planted hundreds of 
bushels th a t had lieen kept a t a tem ­ 
perature as low as above mentioned 
tor months and all grew finely. In 
case of a sudden cold snap potatoes 
w ill stand a freezing tem perature or 
even lower for a short time. I have 
planted some th at were exposed to a 
tem perature of 29° for a short time 
on purpose nnd they all grew’ all 
right. But when the mercury gets 
below 33° during a very cold spell 
one had better lie on the safe side and 
warm up the cellar n degree or so. A 
little oil stove does this nicely in a 
short time and just enough and no 
more if one is watching.—T. B. Terry, 
in Country Gentleman.

An exhaustive 
study has also, within the same period, been 
undertaken of the subject of food adulteration 
and the liest analytical m ethods for delecting it. 
A part ot tile re-ul s cf this work has already 
been published by the department, which, with 
the m atter in course of p re para t loti, will make 
the most com plete treatise on thai subject that 
has ever been published in any country. The 
department seeks a progressive development. It 
would combine the discoveries of science with 
th e economies aud amelioration of rural prac­ 
tice. A supervision of the endowed experimental 
station system recently provided for is a proper 
function of the department and is now in oper­ 
ation. 
This supervision is very important aud 
should be wisely aud vigilantly directed to the 
end that the pecuniary aid of the government in 
farer of intelligent agriculture should be so ap­ 
plied ss to result in m e general good and to the 
benefit of all our people, thus justifying the ap­ 
propriation made ire m the public treasury.
